RECORD  STOCKS  OF  CORN,  SORGHUM  GRAIN  AND  SOYBEANS 

Stocks  of  old  corn,  sorghum  grain,  and  old  soybeans  in  all  positions  on 
October  i increased  to  new  record  levels  for  the  date.  Corn  stocks  of  1.5  billion 
bushels,  sorghum  grain  at  501  million  and  soybeans  at  62  million  bushels  exceeded 
the  previous  records  by  4,  62  and  196  percent,  respectively.  Oat  stocks  were 
sharply  below  last  year  and  the  smallest  since  1944.  Barley  stocks  were  a tenth 
smaller  than  last  year1®  record  holdings.  Increased  holdings  of  corn  and  sorghum 
grain  above  a year  ago  were  largely  offset  by  decreased  stocks  of  oats  and  barley, 
resulting  in  less  than  one  percent  increase  in  feed  grains.  Wheat  stocks  of  2. 1 
billion  bushels  were  about  the  same  as  the  previous  year  but  rye  holdings  were 
down  15  percent.  Soybean  stocks  were  roughly  three  times  larger  than  the  previous 
record  carry-over  stocks  of  last  year  but  flaxseed  holdings  shrank  to  the  lowest 
level  tar  the  date  since  stocks  reports  began  in  1947, 

Stock®  of  2,  125  million  bushels  of  wheat  stored  in  all  positions  on  October  1 
were  the  second  largest  of  record  for  that  date,  slightly  smaller  than  the  record 
stocks  of  the  previous  year  but  nearly  one-half  larger  than  the  10-year  average. 
The  stocks  total  is  nearly  double  the  1959  production,  reflecting  a continued  large 
carry-over  of  old  wheat  on  July  1. 

Off-farm  wheat  stocks  of  i,  678  million  bushels  were  the  largest  of  record 
and  more  than  a tenth  larger  than  a year  earlier  with  stocks  in  terminals  and  mill©, 
elevators,  and  warehouses  increasing  well  above  previous  record  levels.  About 
three-fourths  of  the  total  off-farm  stocks  were  either  owned  by  the  Government  or 
were  under  Government  loan. 

Rye  stocks  of  28  million  bushel©  stored  in  all  positions  were  15  percent 
smaller  than  a year  earlier  and  the  smallest  since  1953,  Off-farm  stocks  of  15,7 
million  bushels  were  l6  percent  larger  than  a year  earlier  with  increased  stocks 
located  in  terminals  and  CCC  bins.  Stocks  at  mills,  elevators  and  warehouses 
were  the  third  largest  of  record  but  nearly  a tenth  below  last  year.  Farm  stocks  of 
12.  1 million  bushels  were  the  lowest  since  1953  and  account  for  less  than  half  of 
the  total  stocks. 

Old  Corn  in  all  storage  positions  October  1 at  1,  529  million  bushels  was  58 
million  higher  than  the  previous  record  carry-over  a year  ago.  Farm  stocks  at 
330  million  bushels  were  a little  under  a year  earlier  and  corn  in  CCC  bin  sites 
declined  to  565  million.  However,  corn  in  terminals  as  well  as  in  interior  mills, 
elevators  and  warehouses  was  well  above  a year  ago.  All  but  about  4 percent  of 
the  off-farm  stocks  were  owned  by  CCC,  Also  on  October  1 most  of  the  old  corn  on 
farms  represented  corn  resealed  or  about  to  be  resealed  on  farms  or  soon  to  be 
delivered  to  the  Government,  Disappearance  of  corn  from  all  storage  positions 

during  the  July-September  quarter  was  677  million  bushels,  8 percent  above  the  same 
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Oats  stored  in  all  positions  totaled  1,  011  million  bushels,  about  a fourth  less 
than  a year  earlier  and  the  smallest  since  1944.  Farm  stocks  accounted  for  nearly 
90  percent  of  the  total  stocks,  and  were  the  smallest  since  1939  reflecting  the 
relatively  small  production  in  1959.  Off-farm  stocks  were  15  percent  smaller 
than  on  October  1,  1958.  Oats  under  loan  to  or  owned  by  CCC  were  smaller  than  a 
year  ago  and  of  minor  significance.  Disappearance  during  the  July-September 
quarter  of  433  million  bushels  was  a little  larger  than  last  year  and  average  for 
the  quarter. 

Barley  stocks  on  October  1 totaled  448  million  bushels,  exceeded  only  by  the 
stocks  on  October  1,  1958  of  497  million  and  on  October  1,  1957  of  466  million. 
Farm  stocks  at  252  million  bushels  were  down  18  percent  from  a year  earlier.  On 
the  other  hand  cff-farm  stocks  at  196  million  bushels  showed  an  increase  of  3 per- 
cent. Terminal  elevators  held  less  barley  than  a year  earlier  but  other  types  of 
commercial  storages  and  CCC  bins  had  larger  stocks.  Disappearance  of  barley 
from  all  storages  for  the  July-September  quarter  was  a record  high  of  154  million 
bushels  compared  with  the  previous  record  of  142  million  in  the  same  quarter 
of  1958. 

Sorghum  grain  carry-over  stocks  of  501  million  bushels  in  all  storage 
positions  on  October  1 were  about  three-fifths  larger  than  the  previous  October  1 
record  of  309  million  last  year.  These  stocks  represent  slightly  over  four-fifths 
of  the  record  1958  production,  and  are  nearly  all  owned  by  CCC.  Holdings  in  com- 
mercial storage  account  for  95  percent  of  the  total.  Farm  stocks  of  19  million  are 
record  large  for  the  date  with  about  two-thirds  resealed  under  Government  loan. 
Disappearance  of  sorghum  grain  from  ail  storage  positions  during  the  July-Septem- 
ber quarter  was  28  million  bushels,  nearly  a fifth  less  than  the  same  quarter 
last  year. 

Old  Soybean  carry-over  stocks  in  all  storage  positions  on  October  1 are 
estimated  at  62  million  bushels,  nearly  three  times  the  previous  record  of  a year 
ago.  Farm  stocks  of  old  soybeans  amounted  to  nearly  17  million  bushels  of  which 
nearly  three-fourths  were  stored  under  the  Government  farm  reseal  storage 
program.  Off-farm  stocks  totaled  45  million  bushels  of  which  nearly  42  million 
bushels  were  owned  by  CC<^. 

From  an  estimated  supply  of  595  million  bushels  (carry-over  October  1,  1958 
of  21  million  plus  1958  preliminary  production  of  574  million  bushels)  a disappear- 
ance of  about  533  million  bushels  was  indicated  for  the  crop  year  by  the  October  1 
stocks.  Known  disappearance  for  the  period  includes  401  million  bushels  crushed 
for  oil,  about  108  million  bushels  exported  and  seed  and  feed  of  about  29  million 
bushels.  This  totals  538  million  bushels,  however,  there  were  more  new  crop  soy- 
beans processed  in  September  1959  than  comparable  processings  a year  ago.  Thus 
actual  disappearance  for  the  crop  year  is  in  rather  close  balance  with  the  indica- 
tion from  production  and  stocks. 

Flaxseed  stocks  in  all  storage  positions  on  October  1 totaled  22.5  million 
bushels.  This  was  down  sharply  from  the  37  million  bushels  on  hand  a year 
earlier  and  the  lowest  for  the  date  since  the  stocks  reports  began  in  1947.

Current  stocks  indicate  a disappearance  during  the  July-September  quarter 
of  14.  1 million  bushels  from  a supply  of  36.6  million  bushels  (carry-over  of  14.  8 
million  plus  a new  crop  of  21,8  million  bushels).  During  the  quarter,  crushings 
were  reported  at  7.  8 million  bushels  and  exports  are  estimated  at  4.  2 million 
bushels.  This  accounts  for  12  million  bushels  and  does  not  take  into  account  new 
crop  flaxseed  processed  prior  to  July  1. 


The  totals  in  this  report  are  assembled  by  the  Crop  Reporting  Board,  bringing 
together  commercial  stocks  at  terminals  as  reported  by  the  Grain  Division  of  the 
Agricultural  Marketing  Service,  stocks  of  soybeans  at  processing  plants  as  reported 
by  the  Census  Bureau  ; grains  reported  by  the  Grain  Branch  of  the  Commodity  Credit 
Corp;  and  stored  in  bins,  ships,  and  other  storages  under  CCC  control;  estimates  of 
the  Crop  Reporting  Board  for  stocks  on  farms  and  at  merchant  mills  and  interior  mills, 
elevators,  and  warehouses. 
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
